is paying quarterly divi- 
dends of 8198.000. and the total pad 
has been #2,440000. The Calament 
and Hecla copper mines of Michigan 
haye paid $70,000,000 to the share- 
holders though it costs them’ #1,200,000 
before one dividend was deolared, and 
it was started originally as a ‘‘wild 
cat.” 

The Kennedy of California has paid 
more than $2,000,000 in dividends, 

The mines of Cripple ‘Creek, Colo., 
paid nearl{#1,000,000 net in September 
and the total dfpidends paid by the 
mines of the district ani@ant to #15,000.- 
000 was shipped from “the United 
States to Europe, In the sama. month 
American mines paid $8,066,154, and 
the six preceding months oyer 
$24,000,000 im dividends, ‘The Home- 
stake of Leadyille, Colo., has produced 
in twenty-three vears $65,000,000 and 
has paid nearly $10,000,000 in clean 
dividends, and the Homestake of South 
Dakota has been paying quarterly divi- 
dends of $105.000 regularly for over a 
year, 

These are but a few figures gathered 
at random here and there, but are they 
not worth considering when ocmparing 
mining with other industries ? 


MINING IN FRONTENAC. 

O. R. Sprague, Boffalo, concerned in 
inining in Frontenac, claims to have 
mined at Dog Lake emery of such 
quality as to equal the finest Turkish 
omery. Next year a mill will be erected 
andthe Exropean and Canadian mar- 
ket supplied. He has also made fine 
discoyeries of molybdenite and galena. 
A twenty-five ton smelter for galena 
ore will be erected. 

STEADILY GAINING, 

Canada is gaining on the United 
States in mineral production, as is 
shown by the official reports for the 
two countries in 1899, The output of 
the Uniied States was for 1887, 817,078,- 
800; output for 1899, $49,672,812. In 
1887 our output was about one dollar to 
the United States’ $44. 
about $1 to every $19 of the United 
States’ output. The Canadians’ gain 
npon the United States’ production is 
altogether in metallic substances, such 
as gold, nickel, copner and iron. In 
the non-metallic class, including fuels, 
structural, abrasive and chemical 
materials such"as coal, corundum, stone 
salt, etc, Canada has hardly kept up 
with the pace set by her neighbor. In 
the United States the increase in 1899 
was twoand two-thirds times that of 
1887, and in Canada it was two and 
one-tenth. 

LICENSE OF OCCUPATION OF LAND, 

A license of occupation has been 
granted by the provincial government 
to an English company called the 
Anglo-American Gold Estates, Lim- 
imited, covering fivé blocks of territory 
in the district of Rainy River. for the 
purpose of enabling the company to 
explore the same for minerals, and 
after such discovery to acquire by pur- 
chase or lease any locations within the 
blocks at the ordinary price and under 
the usual terms and conditions of the 
mines act The Anglo-American 
Estates are composed aolely of English 
capitalists, who have, for some time 
past, been operating inthe Rainy River 
country exploring for and locating 
mineral properties. The term of the 
license is three years. The company is 
bound to expend in actual exploration 
development and mining, and im ship- 
ping, Opening up or in sinking shafts 
or any other actual mining operations 
during the frst year not less than $35,- 
000; during the second year not less 
than 840,000 ; and during the third year 
not less than $46,000, making a total 
of $120,000 to be expended during the 
three years.

MILLIONS REMAIN UNSEEN. 


It is startling when one considers 
how many stars” yet remain to be 
catalogued, which are rendered visi- 
ble by the photographic telescope now 
in use. One of the plates taken at 
Cambridge, with the Bruce  photo- 
graphic telescope, shows about 403,100 
stars, or, excluding those near the 
edges, it shows about 250,000 in a 
region five degrees square. One 
thousand six hundred plates would 
cover the entire sky, and at this rate 
would contain 400,000,000 stars. 

As, however, the stars are much 
less numerous in other parts of the 
sky the actual number within our 
present reach possibly does not cx- 
ceed 100,000,000. How many millions 
are there beyond the present reach 
of our existing telescopes and the 
applhances of photography ft

EGGS FOR GARNISHING. 


To poach eggs hard for garnishing 
add a teaspoonful of salt, and a ta-| 
blespoonful of vinegar. to a amall | 
saucepan of boiling water. and drop | 
the eggs in one at a time, at the point 
of greatest ebullition. Because of the 
increased temperature, as well as the 
motion of the water, the white will | 
wrap itself in a ball shape about the 
yolk. Eggs cooked in this manner are 
indigestible, because of the horny 
condition of the whita, but they make 
a sightly decoration. 

CAKE MAKING. 

To be able to make a cake which 
shall be frne and smooth in texture, 
shapely in form and pleasant to the 
taste is an art not to be despised, 
There is a knack about it not easily 
acquired, and yet it is generally 
supposed that anybody can make 
cake. 

There are cakes and cakes. Some 
appear to be all right but are woe- 
fully unsatisfactory after manipula- 
tien, so it is wise to choose a recipe 
with discrimination and then follow 
it with unwavering devotion to the 
desired haven. While there is 
usually but one process or method of 
mixing the ingredients for loaf and 
layer cakes, there ia a difference in 
the baking, for the bast batter can 
be spoiled in a refractory oven. The 
heat must be just right in order that 
the highest success shall crown the 
cook's efforta. For loaf cake the 
oven should not be quite as hot aa for 
layer cake; still it should be rather 
brisk at first, gradunlly lessening, 
keeping at as even a temperature as 
possible. Qare should be shown in 
the tins used that they are the right 
shape, well greased, papered in some 
instances. Lard is much better to 
use than butter, doas not burn so 
easily. 

White bread and butterand crack- 
ers are very good in their place; there 
are times and seasons for all things, 
and however ouch we may rise above 
the sweet tooth of our chikihood, 
most of us must confess to an .oo- 
casional hankering after the am- 
brosial loaf. Then the kilchen di- 
vinity should depend upon her tried 
and true formulas and not pin her 
faith to any unknown and unvouched 
for flights of fancy wherein eggs and 
sugar and butter and flour and flav- 
orings wage perpetual warfare. The 
most misleading ingredient in many 
recipes is the butter. Enough is 
enough, and a })-ttle too much results 
in heavy, sog.y cake. Then the 
baking powder if used indiscriminate- 
ly makes the texture coarse and 
honeycombed instead of satiny and 
@mco th. One tires of such butter 
| cakes all the thme and there are many 

of the simple cakes that are perfectly 
satisfactory when well made and 
eaten fresh. Stale cake is not good 

and judgment must be exercised that 
' too much shall not be on hand at once, 


HOW TO WASH CHAMOIS. 


An excellent way of washing cham- | 
ois leathers is as follows; Rub them _ 
well all over, while dry, with good

Very hot water 
will not burt any piece of glassware 
| if only the inside as well as the out- 
aide comes into contact with the wa+ 
ter. The best way to wash out glass 
is to first put it into warm water 
in which a little soap has been dis- 
solved and then rinse it in warm wa- 
ter to which an almost imperceptible 
amount of ammonia has been added. 
A soft rag for drying and a small 
brush for polishing are nearly indis- 
pensable if you wish your out glass 
to retain its brillianoy.

PHOSPHORESCENT BACTERIA, 


M. Raphael Dubois, in a paper read 
before the Academie des Sciences, de- 
scribes a series of experiments in 
which he obtains a luminous source 
of considerable intensity by the use 
of certain microbes of photobacteria, 
which have the power “df emitting 
light. These are allowed to propa- 
gate in a liquid bouillon of special 
composition. hen the experiment is 
made with miarobe cultures to 
start with, a at the proper tem- 
perature, the d¢velopment is rapidjand 
the liquid soon) contains the microbes 
in sufficient quantity, to give the 
luminous effect. A glass vessel is used 
to. contain the liquid, preferably with 
plain sites, and it is possible in this 
way to light a room strongly enough 
to distinguish the features of a per- 
son" placed at several yards distance, 
and newspaper type may be read. The 
light has soarcely any calorifio effect, 
and the properties of ite chemical 
rays seem to be also feeble, as it re- 
quires several hours’ exposure with an 
instantaneous plate to obtain a good 
image; on the other hand the rays 
seem to possess considerable penetrat- 
ing power, as impressions may be 
made upon the plate even thoug 
screens of wood or cardboard are in- 
terposed. A sheet of aluminum is, 
however, not traversed by the rays. 

If well prepared, the phosphores- 
cent solution will keep for a long time 
without deteriorating; the experi- 
menter has kept some samples in a 
basement at a low temperature for 
more than six months. He expects to 
be able to increase the luminous effect 
and thinks that a practical outcome 
may result from these experiments.

COAXING MORPHEUS. 

The old tradition that the houra of 
sleep before mkinight are hours of 
“beauty sleep” means only that late 
hours take away beauty. Thousands 
of night workers will testify that 
eight hours of sleep from ten to six 
is worth ten hours taken after re 
tiring at four o'clock in the morning 
Darkness is the proper time for the 
sleep that does the most good. 

It is mot well to sleep in a room in 
which plants are growing: Their 
food is carbonic acid gas. If they can. 
live there the room is a bad place for 
you to sleep im. Besides, plants use 
up & good deal of the oxygen, and 
give off effluvia and pollen irritat- 
ng to the buman aystem. 

The soundest sleep ia during the 
first three or four hours after going 
to bed. This has been ascertained by 
scientific experiment, though most 
people think they sleep soundest just 
before the time when conscience tells 
them to get up. 

Insomnia aften comes from overeat- 
ing. A little dieting may do more 
gool than a hot of doctors’ prescrip- 
them. More persons suffer from 
overeating than from overworking. 

A young child ought to have at 
least two hours’ sleep im the middle 
of the day, on precisely the same 
primciple that makes you feed him 
twice as often as grown persons are 
fed. But two hours is plenty in 
most cases, and the mother always 
bas bo guard agaimst anap so long 
that baby will mot want to go to 
sleep again when bedtime comes. 

Sometimes the sleeplessness 3 of 
children i# owing to excitation of the 
digestive organs. In that case it is 
a good plan to allow only vegetable 
fowls at the evening meal. r 

Long, deep breathing kept up as 
hong a8 possible by will power is the | 
most generally recommended remedy | 
for occasional sleeplessness. The 
mdin aim in such cases is to keep the | 
mind fram thinking. This is some 
times accomplished by the strain of 
keeping the eye fixed on some point 
in the ceiling, or keeping the will fixed 
on the effort not to move even the 
smallest muscle. Monotony will put 
any man to sleep in spite of himself. 

Most psychalogists acknowledge 
that deep study of any subject just 
‘before going to sleep muy result in | 
something like a revelation as to| 
some phase of that subject, the mind 
through unconscious cerebration ac- 
complishing wonders without the as- 
sistance of the will. Passages to be 
memorized should be repeated several | 
times before going to bed.

Africa build their nests in colonies

Sixty- 
nine of these belonged to the United 
States. These figures are very notable 
and ought to be remembered. 


The total fire loss for November in 
the United States and Canada was $3,- 
518,600, against 87,107,000 for October, 
$11,857,650 for November last year and 
$10,225,000 for the same month in 1898. 
The total fire loss for the eleven months 
of 1900 is $1£51,911,550, against $122,512,- 
550 last year and $100,988,400 in 1998. 

Mining prospectors have discovered a 
giants’ caye near Arden. Its walls are 
honey-combed with rows of excava- 
tions or raves, large and small, of 
sufficient size to admit a human body. 
Many of these excavations contain 
human skeletons ot great size. It is 
thought that hidden treasures may be 
found in the caye. 


Mr. S. Carroll, mine supermtendent 
of the Atlas arsenic company, is leaving 
for Nova Scotia about the Lo5thinst., for 
« holiday of three weeks’ duration. Mr. 
D. Russell, of Montreal, has been en- 
gaged to take charge of the company. 
An extra force of hands have been em- 
pleyed at the mine lately. Work at the 
Gawley property har been kept back 
somewhat on account of  water.— 
Herald. 

Iron mining is booming in Mayo 
township. A large staff of men are 
engaged at the Child's mine, near Her- 
mon, and the ore which is being turned 
out is said to be of the yery best qual- 
ity. The mine is being worked by Mr. 
Farnham, of Detroit, who is also in- 
terested in a number of other proparties, 
which are very promising.

of concentrates shipped and yalue ; 
also the tonnage treated by the 
cyanide or other processes, and 
value. 

To publish such information by a 
series of letters trom its seeretary to 
the leading financial and” mining 
papers in the various centres of 
Great Britain, Earope, United States 
and Canada. 

To bring to the notice of mining 
inyestors any new properties which 
may be discovered and also to aid 
in directing the attention of the 
public to mines and pects 
already established but which have 
been neglected.

Somme think the more slowly the har- 
news can be dried the better, and one 
man pute his harness im the cellar,

and yet dry engugh to cause the oil , 
to dry. It is conoeded by all that 
harness should lie and dry for some 
time, s¢veral days or even a week, 
possible, before using. The best time 
to anemd the harness is after it has 
been waahed and before it has been 
i bel . 

There is a lack machine oi] that 
gore use, and this is very inexpen- 
sive, being seki for 15 cents a gallon, 
making it the cheapest oil for har- 
gess that oan be had. I give below 


some formulas for preparing different ! 


oile for harness: 

Neat’sfoot oil, three quarte; one pint 
castor oil, two pounds mutton tallow, 
ten ounces of ivory black, two ounces 
Prussian blue, eight ounces beeswax, 
four Ounces rosin, two ounces Bur- 
gundy pitch. Mix, boil and atrain. 
This is a good oil, but is a litth more 
complicated than some others. 

One gallon neat'sfoot oil, one pound 
beeswax, and one pound mutton tal- 
lampblack to make a good black. 

Liquid blacking and neat'sfoot oil 
applied separately, the oil put on af- 
ter the blacking. 

Three parta neat’sfoot oil, one 
part fish ofl, and lampblack to make 
gomd color. 

Coal of) and neat'afoot oil applied 
separately, the coml oil first to soft- 
en and clean; the neat'sfoot after- 
ward. 

Hog’s lard and lampblack. 

Equal parts neats’foot oi] and crude 
castor oil with lampblack. 

After the harness has been cleaned 
mended and oiled, and the drying is 
dons, then rab all over with a cloth, 
ami the harness will shine like new. 

Harness should be cleaned, mended 
and oiled twice a year, and this will

MOUNTAINS OF SALT. 


4 New Imdestyy Which Will Belp a Pere 

of Amstralla. 

Immense salt gardens have recent- 
ly been established in the neighbor- 
thood of Geelong. along the Bay of 
Stingaree, in Queensland, Australia. 
The site was, until recently, a barren 
waste of swamp amd samphire ecrub, 
and thought good for nothing what- 
ever. The present proprietors, how- 
ever, have converted it into a place of 
interest, employing a large number of 
ten, and turning out a valuable com- 
maxitty, with the sea water as their 
raw material. 

The wirks, or salt gardens, present 
the appearance of a chess board of 
shallow tanks. About 300 acres ore 
cut up in this way by miles of walls 
the tanks, or “ paddocks,” condensers 
and orystalligers vary from one to fif- 
ty acres in sige, and there are about 
100 nf them. The whole area under 
use) is ent off from the sea by a large 
wall, cantaining sluice gates, to ad- 
mit the sea water as required. The 
dividing walls keep the water uni- 
formly spread over the ground, pre- 
santing all the surface possible to the 
evaporating action of the sun and 
wind. The rainfall is an important 
item; the average is the lowest at the 
site chosen of any point on the whole 
ova st. 

When the water enters through the 
sluice gates it is held in the largest 
paddocks util the evaporation ralaes 
ita density comsiderably. It is then, 
by smaller sluices, run inte, or pump- 
ed up on to higher levels,

Poultry should well fed and | 
watered, then kep' of 18 to 24 hours | 
without food before killing. Never 
kill poultry by wringing the neck. 
Kill by bleeding in the mouth or open- 
img tbe veime of the neckj and hang 
by Ube feet uatil properly bled, Leave 
head and feet op and da not remore 
itestines or crop. Scalded chickens 
well best to the home trade and dry 
picked to shippers. For scalding, the 
water should be as near boiling as) 
possible, but not boiling. Pick the 
legs dry, hold by the head and legs, 
immeree and Lift up and down’ three 
times. If the head is immersed it 
turns the color of the comb and gives 
the eyes a shruoken appearance. 

‘the feathers should be removed im- 
mediately very cleanly without tear- 
img the skin. Then plump by dipping 
10 secomis im water nearly bailing 
and thea in cold water. Hang iw a 
cool place until the animal beat is 
out ef the body. To dry-pick chick- 
ena properly, Lhe work should be dome 
while the chicken iw bleeding and be- 
tore the body ia cold. Turkeys should 
be prepared the same ans chickens, 
but always dry-picked. Endraver to 
market all old and heavy gobblers be- 
fore Jan 1, as after the bolidaya the 
demand is for sunall fat hem turkeys. 

Ducks and geese should be scalded, | 
but it requires more time for the wa- 
ter to penetrate and loosen the feath- 
ers. Some advise after scalding to 
wrap them im a blanket to steam, 
but they should mot be left long 
emougb to cook the flesh.

situation in regard to the iron produc- 
tion in the province as it stood at the 
end of the first six months of 1909: 
Seyen iron mines in the eastern part of 
the province report a yield of 9,609 
tons, worth at the selling price at the 
mines $19.582. One mine in the Michi- 
picoten mining division, which began 
to produce in July, will probably show 

a largor output than this cotal foryach 
forbiiekt until navigation closes. At 
two blast furnaces there was smelted 
during the first haif of the 5 ear 59.538 
tons — ore and 8.155 tons mill cinder. 
Te proportion of Ontario ore used was 
a littl more thar one-fourth of the 
whole, being 18,252 tons; but the 
second half of the year will no doubt 
show bet‘er results in this respect. The 
quantity of pig iron produced was 32,- 
279 tons. the yalue of which is $511,209, 
computed at the selling price at the 
furnaces. Open hearth steel begins for 
the first time to figure in the metallic 
industries of the province. The pro- 
duction for the first =x months was 915 
tons. valued at $25,515. 

According to the report, several gold 
mills were idle pending development of 
the mines, enlargement of machinery 
capacity and other causes. Returns 
from eight during the six months show 
that the yield was 9,983.87 ounces, 
worth $156,269 84 gold and $141.54 sil- 
ver from 22,177 tons of ore treated. 
The arsenic product was 208,000 pounds 
woith $8,980/ The silver mines show 
a product of ‘12,000 tons of ore, which 
vie «led 85,000 ounces, valued at $51,000. 
The quantity of roasted nickel-c.pper 
ore- smelted—100,078 tons ~yielded a 
matte product of 12.822 tons. The 
estimated metallic contents of the 
matte is 1,025 tons of nickel, yalued 
at $418,771. and 1,784 tons of copper 
valued at $165,968, lt is found that 
Ontario produced in 1898 forty percent. 
of the world’s supply of nickel. 


The output of copper in this country 
from Jan. lat to Oct. Ist of the present 
year has been estimated at 448,000,000 
pounds. 


The Union iron workers of San Fran- 
cisco has refused a $1,000,900 for onde 
veloped iron districts on Texada island, 
forty miles from Vancouver. 

Other things being equal, gold ore 
¢carrving fiye ounces of silver per ton 
would probably yield better commercial 
resulis with the cyanide process than. 
by chlorination. the silyer being lost in 
the latter process. 


The Mac machine company, of Belle- 
ville, has presented the Kingston schoo! 
of mining with a © Peerless” power 
drill, which is recognized as one of the 
best instruments of its kind made in 
America. 

The Ore Concentration Syndicate, 
limited, of London, Eng. which is 
operating the Elmor concentrating pro- 
cess, is anxious to obtain samples of 
corundum ore for testing by this pro- 
cess. Some very successful work has 


been done at the company's works at 
Glasdir, Wales. 


Mr. A. Moon has secured an option 
from Mr. Osho Lloyd to the mineral 
rights on lot No. 10, in the 7th concss- 
sion of Madoc township. Mr. Moon 
has been prospecting for some time and 
thinks he has discovered a large body 
of hematite iron of rich quality on the 
property. 
~ According to the latest report of the 
director of the bureau of mines, the 
discovery of diamonds in Ontario is by 
no means impossible, The gems found 
occasionally in the glacial drift of Wis 
eonsin, Michigan and Ohio are prot- 
ably of Canadian origin and the place 
of formation may be awaiting the pros- 
pector in Ontario.

Any green crop turned under - will 


produce beth, but crops of the leg- 
ume family, such as clover and cow 
in addition to producing 
said substauce, gather abund- 
supply of nitrogen from the air. It 
will therefore be far more economical 
employ a legume crop. The 
ranker the growth the greater the 
benefits to be derived. Conaequently 
it will pay well to fertilize liberally. 

A green crop fertilized and turna- 
ed under at maturity will also leave 
a large surplus of said elements in 
the soil for permaneat enrich- 
ment of same. 

When commercial fertilizers are ap- 
plied direct to crops in the usual way, 
there is but little or no humus and 
carbonic acid gas produced, and con- 
sequently the soil when treated for 
a number of years, say five or ten, un- 
der said plan will continue to grow 
poorer and poorer, however abundant 
ihe applications may be. 

The New York experiment station 
has made a ten-year experiment 
along the same line. Three plots 
were used equal in every way, lying 
adjacent, and the yield was about 12 
bushels each of wheat per acre. On 
No. 1, 800 pounds of high grade fer- 
tilizer were used every year. On No, 
2 nothing was used; this plot was 
plowed and harrowed repeatedly from 
the time of reaping until plowed in 
the fall. On No. 3, four tons of good 
stable manure were used every year. 
The result was that No. with no 
help, continues to invrease in yield 
from 12 to & bushels per and 
made more wheat in the ten years 
than either No. lor No 3% No. 1 
| with commercial fertilizers, rapidly 
increased for a few years, and then 
rapidly decreased, coming out third 
in the average. 

From the foregoing it would seem 
that with deep and frequent culti- 
vation, fertilizers would be reoder- 
ed unneceasary, bute such is not the

SPRAYING TREES, 

A correspondent says he has been 
spraying fruit trees with more or 
less success for 11 years, but only for 
the last four years has he obtained re- 
sults entirely satisfactory. He now 
slakes lime in the ordinary manner 
and strains it. Then for apples and 
plum trees the adds to a gallon of this 
two gallons of water and two tea- 
spoonfuls of London purple, and 
Sprays the trees before the bloom 
comes out, amd again after the bloom 
is gone. Give a third and fourth ap- 
plication if necessary, which is not 
often the case. Never spray while 
the bloom is on, us it drow ns, poisons 
or kills the pollen. Uses the Same on 
currants and gooseberries before 
they bloom nbd after the fruit has 
started. For| peaches and pears he 
weakens it, using one half gallon of 
lime water and one teaspoonful of

Madoc Cheese Factory. 

From the statement of the season's 
business presented at the annual meet- 


ing of the patrons and stockholders of 
the Madoc cheese company, which was 
held a fortnight ago, we take the fol- 
lowing facts: The factory began mak- 
ing cheese about the middle of April 
and continued running for about seven 
moanths Dering that time 1,698,990 
pounds of milk was received at the fac- 
tory, from which 165,282 pounds of 
cheese were manufactured, an average 
of 10.21 pounds of milk being required 
to make a pound of cheese for the 
whole season. Inthe month of. April 
11.58 pounds of milk was necessary to 
make one of cheese, and in November 
89 ponnds was required. The receipts 
amounted to $17,212.42, and after 
deducting ths season's expenses — 
$1.699.81—from this, 815,523.18 was 
distributed in dividends to the patrons 
The average price per pound of cheese 
received was 10.81 cents.

‘ The heirs were promptly notified 
of this discovery and they lost no 
time in carefully examining the re- 
cord containing the will.

This question is now being discussed 
in the Supreme Court at St. Peters- 
burg and the case is interesting all 
lawyers who have heard of it.

Economical Tratsiag of Gunners, 

The method used in the United States 
navy for the economical training of the 
gunners is very Interesting. It Is a 
well known fact that the cost of firing 
one of the large guns used in the navy 
ia very great, amounting sometimes to 
$1,000 or more.
